Filming has been done by various employees 
from the clerical pool who are awaiting permanent assignment. 

During the period 19-29 July, AIR edited and 
sent to PSD seven OTR Special Bulletins. Three were on 
language courses, three on Support School's new offerings, 
and one on the semi-annual "Big Advance." In contrast, 
from 1 January - 14 July 1971 AIR issued only eight Special 
Bulletins.
